Mayor MoFadden stated that he voted for the foregoing resolution because he believed

it necessary to make this transfer of funds to meet an extreme condition whioh may never

corns again, but that under ordinary circumstances he would not be In favor of transferring

funds from one fund to the relief of another fund unless it were temporary and could be

returned*

Councilman Mueller stated that he voted fcr the resolution because he thought in

this way the taxpayers would be given the greatest relief*

Councilman Steofc, In voting for the foregoing resolution! stated that he regretted

that the Council could not reduce taxes and the water and light rates both, but inasmuch

afi this could not be done, he thought in a time of depression like this, relief should go

to the taxpayer first, whose values have dropped and who has had to reduce rents, and, in

many instances, has not been able to collect such rente at all*
